pass  without  amendment.

Dear  Senator  Capper:  Further  reference  is  made  to  your  letter  of  February 
10,  requesting  a  report  on  Senate  bill  2137,  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  potato 
and  tomato  production  from  the  golden  nematode  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  proposed  legislation  would  establish  the  policy  that  the  Government 
carry  out  operations  to  eradicate,  suppress,  control,  and  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  golden  nematode  and  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  initiate 
such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  independently 
or  in  cooperation  with  the  State  and  local  agencies  involved.  It  would  authorize 
the  Government  to  cooperate  with  State  or  other  agencies  in  compensating 
growers  in  areas  infested  or  exposed  to  infestation  for  losses  resulting  when  they 
refrain  from  planting  potatoes  or  tomatoes  or  when  they  destroy  potatoes  or 
tomatoes  for  the  purpose  of  combating  the  golden  nematode.  It  would  also 
authorize  expenses  needed  to  carry  out  these  objectives. 

Existing  legislation  provides  authority  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to 
issue  and  enforce  quarantines  and  to  cooperate  with  States  in  enforcing  State 
quarantines  to  prevent  artificial  spread  of  pests.  Legislative  authority  is  also 
available  under  which  the  Department  may  cooperate  with  State  agencies  and 
others  in  combating  incipient  or  emergency  outbreaks  of  insect  pests  and  plant 
diseases.  Legislation  has  authorized  the  Department  to  carry  out  control 
programs  against  specific  pests.  To  combat  an  insect  pest  which  is  of  major

importance  to  cotton  and  which  occurs  only  in  limited  sections  of  our  country 
the  Department  is  authorized  to  cooperate  with  States  in  compensating  growers 
for  losses  that  may  be  occasioned  from  the  enforced  nonplanting  of  cotton.  No 
legislative  authority  refers  directly  to  the  golden  nematode  and  no  law  authorizes 
a  cooperative  program  providing  compensation  to  growers  for  losses  that  may 
occur  through  not  planting  or  destroying  potatoes  and  tomatoes. 

The  golden  nematode  is  not  native  to  the  United  States.  Since  1941  it  has 
been  known  to  occur  in  a  limited  area  in  Nassau  County,  Long  Island,  N.  Y. 
Inspections  to  detect  its  presence  have  been  made  in  important  potato-growing 
areas  in  other  parts  of  New  York  and  in  other  States  as  far  west  as  Minnesota 
and  North  Dakota,  but  it  has  not  been  found  to  occur  elsewhere  in  the  United 
States. 

The  golden  nematode  attacks  only  two  cultivated  crops— potatoes  and  toma¬ 
toes.  Once  infestation  becomes  established  the  organism  persists  in  the  soil  for 
at  least  8  years  without  the  presence  of  host  plants.  The  only  effective  method 
that  is  known  at  this  time  for  suppressing  infestations  and  reducing  the  hazard 
of  spread  of  the  organism  through  movement  of  soil  and  certain  crops  is  to  refrain 
from  growing  potatoes  or  tomatoes  on  infested  lands.  In  England  and  at  certain 
points  on  the  European  Continent  where  the  pest  has  been  established  for  an 
extended  period  it  has  become  impossible  for  farmers  to  produce  a  profitable  crop 
of  potatoes  or  tomatoes  more  often  than  1  year  in  5.  In  some  areas  it  has  become 
necessary  to  extend  to  7  or  8  years  the  rest  period  between  crops.  The  informa¬ 
tion  now  available  strongly  suggests  that  the  pest  will  be  equally  destructive  in 
most,  if  not  all,  of  the  important  potato-growing  areas  of  the  United  States  if  it 
is  permitted  to  become  generally  distributed.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that 
all  practical  measures  be  taken  to  suppress  it  and  prevent  its  further  spread. 

In  1942  the  Department  began  cooperating  with  the  State  of  New  York  in  a 
program  which  would  hold  infestation  in  check.  An  important  feature  of  this 
program  has  been  to  encourage  growers  to  refrain  from  growing  potatoes  and 
tomatoes  on  infested  lands.  Growers  who  have  agreed  to  withhold  infested  land 
from  potato  and  tomato  production  during  the  past  2  years  have  been  compen¬ 
sated  for  a  part  of  their  losses  by  the  State  of  New  York.  The  area  known  to 
be  infested  has  increased  in  size  and  now  involves  about  6,000  acres.  Intensive 
inspections  will,  it  is  believed,  increase  this  acreage  to  some  extent.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  inspections  conducted  during  the  current  year  will  reveal  new 
infested  fields. 

The  most  significant  feature  of  the  proposed  legislation  is  that  it  would  pro¬ 
vide  authority  under  which  the  Department  could  cooperate  with  the  State  of 
New  York  in  compensating  growers  who  sustain  losses  from  the  nongrowing  or 
destruction  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes  in  carrying  out  the  program  of  golden- 
nematode  control.  Not  growing  these  two  crops  in  infested  soil  is  an  essential 
part  of  any  program  to  suppress  the  pest  and  will  contribute  greatly  to  prevent¬ 
ing  its  spread.  The  potential  importance  of  this  pest  to  potato  production  in 
the  United  States  is  of  such  magnitude  that  it  is  believed  appropriate  and  desir¬ 
able  for  the  Government  to  cooperate  in  all  phases  of  the  program  to  combat  it 
and  to  the  extent  and  in  the  ways  that  would  be  authorized  by  the  proposed 
legislation.  Considering  the  significance  of  the  program  in  relation  to  the  future 
of  potato  production  in  this  country,  it  is  believed  the  legislation  is  sound  in 
principle,  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country,  and  the  Department  favors  its 
enactment. 


In  cooperating  with  the  State  of  New  York  under  existing  authority,  Federal 
expenditures  for  this  work  have  averaged  approximately  $150,000  annually.  If 
the  Federal  Government  shares  the  cost  of  compensating  growers  for  losses  oc¬ 
casioned  by  not  planting  potatoes  and  tomatoes  on  known  infested  land,  it  is 
estimated  that  expenditures  somewhat  more  than  double  this  amount  will  be 
needed.  These  estimates  are  predicated  upon  the  basis  of  present  information 
as  to  the  status  and  occurrence  of  the  pest  and  on  the  assumption  that  the  losses 
resulting  from  the  destruction  and  nonproduction  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes  on 
land  that  is  known  or  found  to  be  infested  before  harvest  would  be  borne  jointly 
by  the  State,  the  Federal  Government,  and  the  grower. 

In  compliance  with  Budget  Circular  A- 19  this  communication  has  been  referred 
to  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  and  we  have  been  advised  that  they  have  no  objection 
to  this  favorable  report  on  the  proposed  legislation.

MEAT  INSPECTION  SERVICE

PROTECTION  OF  POTATO  AND  TOMATO 

PRODUCTION  FROM  GOLDEN  NEMA¬ 
TODE 

The  bill  (S.  2137)  to  provide  for  the 
protection  of  potato  and  tomato  produc¬ 
tion  from  the  golden  nematode,  and  for 
other  purposes,  which  had  been  reported 
from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and 
Forestry,  was  announced  as  next  in  order. 

Mr.  SALTONSTALL.  Mr.  President,  I 
should  like  to  ask  why  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  cannot  provide  for  the 
protection  of  potato  and  tomato  produc¬ 
tion  without  a  special  bill  for  the  pur¬ 
pose? 

Mr.  IVES.  Mr.  President,  perhaps  it 
would  be  advisable  for  me  to  give  a  very 
brief  description  of  what  the  bill  does  and 
what  its  purpose  is. 


The  golden  nematode  is  an  insect  pest 
which  attacks  only  two  cultivated  crops : 
potatoes  and  tomatoes.  Once  this  or¬ 
ganism  infects  a  crop,  its  growth  persists 
in  the  soil  for  at  least  8  years,  whether 
or  not  the  host  plant  is  present.  The 
only  effective  method  that  is  known  at 
this  time  for  suppressing  its  infestations 
and  for  deterring  its  spread  is  to  refrain 
from  growing  potatoes  or  tomatoes  on 
infested  lands. 

The  golden-nematode  disease  has  seri¬ 
ously  affected  the  crops  in  several  Euro¬ 
pean  countries,  and  in  1941  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  that  it  had  spread  to  this  coun¬ 
try.  The  dangerous  nematode  was  iden¬ 
tified  on  a  farm  near  Hicksville,  Long 
Island,  and  is  now  known  to  infest  some 
6,000  acres  of  farm  land  on  Long  Island, 
where,  for  the  most  part,  it  is  confined  to 
Nassau  County.  Examinations  of  other 
potato-raising  sections  of  the  United 
States  have,  thus  far,  not  revealed  in¬ 
festation. 

The  golden  nematode,  when  permitted 
to  feed  freely  upon  the  potato  and  to¬ 
mato  crops,  causes  the  plants  to  become 
increasingly  small  in  size,  thereby  reduc¬ 
ing  the  quality  and  worth  of  the  crop 
in  every  respect.  Losses  range  from  50 
percent  of  the  yield  to  total  loss.  The 
presence  of  the  pest  unchecked  consti¬ 
tutes  a  threat  to  the  Nation’s  two  and 
one-half  million  acres  of  potato'  land, 
which  had  a  cash  value  in  1946  of 
$466,000,000. 

A  campaign  to  eradicate  the  golden 
nematode  has  been  carried  on  jointly  by 
the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  of  the  State 
of  New  York  and  the  Bureau  of  Ento¬ 
mology  and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Department  of  Agriculture.  For 
several  years  the  New  York  Legislature 
has  made  substantial  appropriations, 
and  this  year  its  appropriation  for  this 
purpose  was  $420,000. 

The  funds  are  utilized  in  two  ways,  as 
part  of  the  control  program.  A  sub¬ 
stantial  part  of  the  appropriations  is 
used  to  recompense  farmers  for  the  loss 
they  sustain  in  keeping  their  land  com¬ 
pletely  out  of  potatoes  for  the  protection 
of  the  entire  industry.  New  York  State 
allocates  $94.75  per  acre  for  each  farmer 
cooperating  in  the  drive  to  rid  the  soil 
of  the  nematode  organism.  At  the  same 
time  soil  treatment,  costing  about  $60  per 
acre,  and  research  are  constantly  being 
conducted  to  find  a  remedy  for  the 
disease. 

Not  growing  potato  or  tomato  crops  on 
'  infested  land  is  the  essential  ’part  of  the 
program  to  suppress  the  pest.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  bill  is  to  authorize  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  to  cooperate 
with  the  State  of  New  York  in  com¬ 
pensating  growers  who  sustain  losses' 
from  the  nongrowing  of  potatoes  and  to¬ 
matoes  in  carrying  out  the  program  of 
golden  nematode  control.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  asserts  that  the  leg¬ 
islation  is  sound  in  principle  and  that 
it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  Nation 
to  strengthen  and  enlarge,  in  this  way, 
the  present  program.  No  objection  has 
been  raised  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 

Legislative  precedents  exist  for  this 
type  of  national  program.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  has  authority  to  is¬ 
sue  and  enforce  quarantines  and  to  co¬ 
operate  with  State  quarantine  programs 
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to  prevent  and  control  plant  pests  and 
diseases.  For  instance,  the  Department 
is  authorized  to  cooperate  with  States  in 
compensating  growers  for  losses  that  may 
be  occasioned  from  the  enforced  non¬ 
planting  of  cotton. 

The  total  cost  of  this  program  of  non¬ 
production  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes  is  to 
be  borne  jointly  by  the  State,  the  Federal 
Government,  and  the  grower  himself. 

The  PRESIDENT  pro  tempore.  Is 
there  objection  to  the  consideration  of 
the  bill? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  bill 
(S.  2137)  to  provide  for  the  protection  of 
potato  and  tomato  production  from  the 
golden  nematode,  and  for  other  purposes, 
was  considered,  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
for  a  third  reading,  read  the  third  time, 
and  passed,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That,  to  protect  potato 
and  tomato  production  in  the  United  States 
from  the  destructive  pest  known  as  the  golden 
nematode  which  subsists  on  the  roots  of 
potatoes  and  tomatoes,  causes  marked  reduc¬ 
tion  in  yield,  persists  in  the  soil  for  many 
years  in  an  inactive  state  in  the  obsence  of 
preferred  hosts,  and  becomes  active  and  de¬ 
structive  when  potatoes  or  tomatoes  are 
again  planted,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  independently 
or  in  cooperation  with  State  and  local  gov¬ 
ernmental  agencies,  and  other  public  and 
private  organizations,  associations,  and  indi¬ 
viduals,  to  eradicate,  suppress,  control,  and 
prevent  the  spread  of  this  pest. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  either 
independently  or  in  cooperation  with  public 
or  private  agencies  is  authorized  to  carry  put 
operations  or  measures  to  eradicate,  sup¬ 
press,  control,  or  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
golden  nematode. 

Sec.  3.  The  activities  contemplated  by  this 
act  include  cooperation  with  States  and  other 
agencies  in  making  inspections,  applying 
suppressive  measures,  enforcing  quarantines, 
enforcing  restrictions  on  the  planting  of  po¬ 
tatoes  and  tomatoes,  destroying  potatoes  and 
tomatoes  growing  in  soil  found  infested  or 
exposed  to  infestation  with  the  golden  nema¬ 
tode,  and  compensating  growers  in  areas  in¬ 
fected,  or  exposed  to  infestation,  with  the 
golden  nematode  for  not  planting  potatoes 
or  tomatoes  or  for  losses  resulting  from  de¬ 
struction  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  of  po¬ 
tatoes  or  tomatoes. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  no  part  of  any  sums  appro¬ 
priated  to  carry-out  the  purposes  of  this  act 
shall  be  expended  with  respect  to  any  area 
infested  with  the  golden  nematode  or  ex¬ 
posed  to  such  infestation  until  the  appro- 
vpriate  cooperating  agency  or  agencies  have 
presented  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  that  they  will  provide 
funds,  materials,  means,  and  State  and  local 
authority  necessary  for  the  cooperating 
agency  or  agencies  to  carry  out  effectively  that 
part  of  the  cooperative  program  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  may  require  from  the  co¬ 
operating  agency  or  agencies. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall 
not  undertake  any  program  involving  man¬ 
datory  restrictions  on  the  planting  of  pota¬ 
toes  or  tomatoes,  or  mandatory  destruction 
of  potatoes  or  tomatoes  unless  the  State  con¬ 
cerned  shall  have  enacted  legislation  author¬ 
izing  such  restrictions  or  destruction. 

Sec.  6.  The  amount  of  compensation  to  be 
paid  by  the  Federal  Government  and  any 
cooperating  agency,  and  the  method  of  com¬ 
putation  thereof,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  or  the  agent  or 
agents  designated  by  him,  in  cooperation  with 
the  responsible  officials  of  the  agency  con¬ 
cerned  and  in  a  manner  to  assure  that  neces¬ 
sary  records  are  preserved  to  show  full  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 


regulations  promulgated  In  accordance  there¬ 
with.  No  payment  shall  be  made  to  any 
grower  except  after  compliance  in  good  faith 
with  regulations  concerning  the  golden 
nematode  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  and  the  responsible  official  of  the 
cooperating  agency.  The  determination  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  or  his  author¬ 
ized  agent,  of  the  amount  of  compensation  to 
be  provided  by  the  Federal  Government  for 
any  grower  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  7.  To  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
act  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized 
to  incur  all  necessary  expenses,  including  the 
employment  of  persons  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  elsewhere,  printing  and  bind¬ 
ing,  and  the  purchase  of  passenger-carrying 
vehicles. 

Sec.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  in¬ 
tended  to  supplement,  and  shall  not  be  con¬ 
strued  as  limiting  or  repealing  existing  legis¬ 
lation. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  may  be  cited  as  the 
“Golden  Nematode  Act.”

sricts.  Every  year  contracts  are  let 
.  overing  one-fourth  of  the  United  States. 
Senate  bill  263f,  which  was  passed  by  the 
Senate,  is  pending  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
:entatives,  and  we  do  not  know  whether 
he  bill  will  be  passed  by  the  House  or 
lot.  In  any  event,  the  Postmaster  Gen- 
iral  advertised  for  bids  for  star  routes 
ast  December.  The  contracts  must  be 
jawarded  each  month  if  they  are  to  be 
awarded,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Post¬

SALE  OF  CERTAIN  PUBLIC  HOUSING 
ADMINISTRATION  PROJECT 

The  bill  (S.  2288)  to  provide  for  the 
Je  at  cost  of  Public  Housing  Admin¬ 
istration  project  No.  W.  Va.-46011  was 
announced  as  next  in  order. 

Mr^MORSE.  Mr.  President,  may  we 
have  a\  explanation  of  the  bill? 

Mr.  PlANDERS.  Mr.  President,  I  am 
sorry  the\Senator  from  West  Virginia 
[Mr.  Rever^omb]  is  not  in  the  Chamber 
at  the  moment,  but  the  bill  is  quite  a 
simple  one.  Ttjere  is  a  housing  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  \cinity  of  the  city  of 
Charleston,  W.  a  region  in  which 
housing  is  extremely  short.  Since  the 
development  was  started  quite  early,  the 
costs  of  construction Vere  low  compared 
with  the  costs  of  later  developments. 

The  proposal  in  the  bill  merely  is  that 
the  houses  on  this  projectkbe  sold  to  the 
occupants,  largely  veterans^  at  cost,  in¬ 
stead  of  at  a  considerably  \higher  ap¬ 
praised  value.  The  Government  will 
lose  nothing  on  the  transaction,  since 
the  costs  not  only  of  the  houses;,  but  of 
the  land  and  all  the  facilities  and  'every¬ 
thing  connected  therewith,  are  taken 
care  of  by  the  sales  price.  There  are 
only  four  of  the  housing  projects  to  which 
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the  bill  would  apply,  and  the  one  in  West 
Virginia  is  the  only  one  where  there  is 
any  substantial  difference  between  the 
cost  price  and  the  appraised  price. 

Mr.  MORSE.  Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  ask  the  Senator  from  Vermont  a 
question.  Can  the  Senator  give  us  as¬ 
surance  that  these  sales  are  to  be  made 
to  those  living  in  the  houses,  who,  I 
understood  him  to  say,  are  chiefly  vet¬ 
erans.  The  houses  are  not  to  be  given 
over,  are  they,  to  the  possession  of  vari¬ 
ous  real  estate  or  promotion  groups? 

Mr.  FLANDERS.  The  occupants,  who 
are  for  the  most  part  veterans,  will  have 
priority  in  the  sale  of  the  bouses.  There 
was  testimony  from  the  occupants  of  the 
houses  to  the  effect  that  by  sheer  ne¬ 
cessity  they  were  going  to  be'  compelled 
to  buy  them. 

Mr.  MORSE.  Mr.  President,  I  shall 
not  object,  on  the  basis  of  the  statement 
just  made  by  the  Senator  from  Vermont, 
that  the  properties  are  to  go  to  the  vet¬ 
erans  living  in  the  houses,  but  I  am  be'5- 
coming  somewhat  weary  of  seeing  the 
Federal  Government  turn  over  for  10  to 
20  cents  on  the  dollar  property  of  the 
taxpayers  of  this  country  to  various  pro¬ 
moters,  and  then  the  property  being  sold 
at  tremendous  profit,  as  has  been  going 
on  ever  since  the  war.  If  this  case  is  an 
exception  to  that  practice,  I  shall  not 
object,  but  I  think  we  had  better  stop 
giving  away  the  taxpayers’  property  to 
different  promoters. 

The  PRESIDENT  pro  tempore.  Is 
there  objection  to  the  consideration  of 
the  bill? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  consider  the  bill,  which  had 
been  reported  from  the  Committee  on 
Banking  and  Currency  with  an  amend¬ 
ment,  to  strike  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  insert  the  following:

the  purchaser  is  a  veteran  buying  fcjj<  his 
own  occupancy,  sell  any  such  house  o restruc¬ 
ture  ( 1 )  at  a  purchase  price  not  in  e«cess  of 
the  apportioned  cost  of  such  houseAjr  struc¬ 
ture  and  of  the  land  and  appurtenances  al¬ 
located-  thereto,  together  witly'the  appor¬ 
tioned  share  of  the  cost  of  alT  utilities  and

ONE  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTIETH  ANNIVER¬ 
SARY  OF  THE  CREATION  OF  THE  DE¬ 
PARTMENT  OF  THE  NAVY 

Mr.  SALTONSTALL.  Mr.  President,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  that  the  Senate 
proceed  to  consider  Senate  Joint  Reso¬ 
lution  207,  which  was  unanimously  re¬ 
ported  favorably  this  morning  by  the 
Committee  on  Armed  Services.  I  may 
State  my  purpose  in  making  the  re¬ 
quest.  This  is  a  joint  resolution  to  per¬ 
mit  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  issue  an 
appropriate  order  to  designate  April  30, 
1948,  as  a  day  to  be  observed  by  the  Naval 
Establishment  by  appropriate  cere¬ 
monies  in  commemoration  of  the  one 
hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
creation  of  the  Department  of  the  Navy. 
I  have  conferred  with  the  distinguished 
minority  leader,  the  Senator  from  Ken¬ 
tucky  [Mr.  Barkley],  about  the  matter, 
and  he  has  no  objection  to  the  joint  res¬ 
olution  being  considered  at  this  time,  and 
I  therefore  ask  unanimous  consent  that 
the  Senate  proceed  to  its  consideration. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  joint  res¬ 
olution  (S.  J.  Res.  207)  to  provide  for  th 
commemoration  of  the  sesquicentennial 
anniversary  of  the  establishment  ofyche 
Department  of  the  Navy  was  considered, 
ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  a  thinf  read¬ 
ing,  reaid  the  third  time,  and  passed,  as 
follows:

and  the  construction,  armarhent,  equipment, 
and  employment  of  vessels  of’  war,  as  well  as 
all  other  meters  connected  with  the  Naval 
Establishment  of  the  United  States”:  There¬ 
fore  be 

Resolutd,  etc.,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  hereby  authorized  and  directed  by 
appropriate  order  to  designate  April  30,  1948, 
as  n  Jay  to  be  observed  within  the  Naval 
Establishment  by  appropriate  ceremonies  in 
Sommemoration  of  the  one  hundred  and 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  creation  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Navy  and  in  honor  of  the 
gallant  personnel  who  have  rendered  serv¬ 
ice  in  the  Naval  Establishment  of  the  United 
States  since  the  founding  of  such  Depart¬ 
ment.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  UNITED 
NATIONS  CHARTER 

Mr.  FERGUSON.  Mr.  President,  3 
years  after  the  war  we  find  there  is  no 
peace.  Several  wap  are  raging;  in 
Berlin  there  is  little  less  than  war.  We 
also  find,  in  those  treaties  which  have 
been  made  to  end  World  War  II,  that  we 
have  sown  seeds  for  further  conflict.  We 
find  the  rights  of  the  small  nations  over¬ 
ridden.  It  is  apparent  that  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  there  is  developing  in  Europe, 
and  spreading  to  other  parts  of  the 
world,  the  force  of  two  opposing  powers. 
These  two  opposing  power  blocks  are  de¬ 
veloping  out  of  the  anarchy  which  now 
exists  and  prevails  in  international  re¬ 
lations. 

We  must  admit  that  the  United  States’ 
foreign  policy  is  dangerously  close  to 


power  politics.  In  the  one  agency 
set  up  to  avoid  this — the  United  24a- 
tions — we  find  frustration  because  of  the 
weaknesses  in  that  organization  We 
only  need  to  look  around  to  find-signs  of 
an  armament  race.  We  hear  iiT  said  that 
Russia  has  a  greater  air  force.-fnan  Amer¬ 
ica  today.  There  is  threaft&ned  aggres¬ 
sion  and  fear  everywhere^  the  world. 

As  we  look  at  the  wbrld  today,  the 
whole  situation  points^o  a  grievous  con¬ 
dition  in  the  peace/machinery  of  the 
world.  World  conations  also  reflect  the 
attitude  of  the  nations  concerned  in 
peace.  It  is  not  because  we  do  not  have 
an  elaborate  p«Cper  structure — the  United 
Nations.  In/fact  this  structure  is  at  the 
point  whe^1  it  is  asking  for  a  contribu¬ 
tion  or  K>an  of  $65,000,000  from  the 
United  jStates  to  build  its  physical  house 
in  New"  York  City.  The  nations  are  not 
makihg  it  effective  in  reality,  however, 
but^Tather  are  placing  emphasis  as  of  old 
the  old  game  of  self-interest  and 
lower  politics.  Great  evidence  of  this 
can  be  seen  in  the  amount  of  money 
which  is  being  spent  and  the  emphasis 
being  placed  upon  means  of  force. 

We  are  forgetting  about  the  high  prin¬ 
ciples  which  led  to  the  formation  of  the 
United  Nations.  Then  we  were  at  war. 
We  saw  and  realized  what  was  going  on. 
Today  as  we  move  from  war,  we  find  that 
we  left  behind  us  those  principles — ex¬ 
cept  in  the  halls  of  the  United  Nations 
where  we  have  unending  study  and  de¬ 
bate  but  no  constructive  action,  especial¬ 
ly  where  action  is  clearly  needed  through 
the  United  Nations.  We  debate  such 
subjects  as  Palestine  and  others  and  then 
abandon  them  to  the  self-interests  of 
ourselves,  England,  and  Russia.  Surely 
we  should  hold  out  to  the  fearful  world 
that  statesmen  are  thinking  of  peace 
and  not  of  war.  If  we  do  this,  we  can  ac¬ 
complish  something  for  the  future  of  the 
world. 

The  history  of  the  League  of  Nations 
should  teach  us  that  too  much  stress 
was  placed  upon  war  and  not  enough 
upon  peace — that  the  self-interest  of 
nations  and  power  politics  rose  above  the 
principle  of  keeping  the  peace.  In  the 
League  the  question  of  armament  was  de¬ 
based  for  years.  It  debated  the  question 
of  alggression  for  years,  but  it  had  no  real 
life  or  vigor  or  strength  really  to  fight 
to  keep  the  peace.  The  League  was  in¬ 
capable  of  correcting  the  injustices  of  the 
last  war.  We  are  now  having  a  second 
chance.  We.may  not  have  a  third  one. 

The  time  is,  at  hand  for  this  Nation 
and  the  other  nations  which  believe  in 
peace  to  take  as\ aggressive  a  stand  for 
peace  as  they  hat^edone  in  the^past  in 
preparing  for  war.  To  that  end,  a  group 
of  Senators  who  have  been  thinking  along 
these  lines  now  sponsor  a  resolution 
aimed  at  strengthening'  the  peace  ma¬ 
chinery  and  actually  putting  it  to  work. 

I  am  confident  that  a  program  with 
these  objectives  will  gain  the  'support  of 
the  country  at  large.  This  is-  evident 
from  the  sponsorship  of  the  resolution, 
which  cuts  across  party  lines  and  repre¬ 
sents  every  geographical  section.  These 
are  the  15  Senators  with  whom  I  am 
joined  in  presenting  this  resolution:  Thb

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  protection  of  potato  and  tomato  production 
from  the  golden  nematode,  and  for  other  purposes. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 

2  tines  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That,  to  protect  potato  and  tomato  production  in  the  United 

4  States  from  the  destructive  pest  known  as  the  golden  nema- 

5  tode  which  subsists  on  the  roots  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes, 

6  causes  marked  reduction  in  yield,  persists  in  the  soil  for  many 

7  years  in  an  inactive  state  in  the  absence  of  preferred  hosts, 

8  and  becomes  active  and  destructive  when  potatoes  or  toma- 

9  toes  are  again  planted,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Government  of 

10  the  United  States,  independently  or  in  cooperation  with  State 

11  and  local  governmental  agencies,  and  other  public  and  private 
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organizations,  associations,  and  individuals,  to  eradicate, 
suppress,  control,  and  prevent  the  spread  of,  this  pest. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  either  independ¬ 
ently  or  in  cooperation  with  public  or  private  agencies  is 
authorized  to  carry  out  operations  or  measures  to  eradicate, 
suppress,  control,  or  prevent  the  spread  of,  the  golden 
nematode. 

Sec.  3.  The  activities  contemplated  by  this  Act  include 
cooperation  with  States  and  other  agencies  in  making  in¬ 
spections,  applying  suppressive  measures,  enforcing  quaran¬ 
tines,  enforcing  restrictions  on  the  planting  of  potatoes  and 
tomatoes,  destroying  potatoes  and  tomatoes  growing  in  soil 
found  infested  or  exposed  to  infestation  with  the  golden 
nematode,  and  compensating  growers  in  areas  infected,  or 
exposed  to  infestation,  with  the  golden  nematode  for  not 
planting  potatoes  or  tomatoes  or  for  losses  resulting  from 
destruction  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  of  potatoes  or 
tomatoes. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
no  part  of  any  sums  appropriated  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  this  Act  shall  be  expended  with  respect  to  any  area  in¬ 
fested  with  the  golden  nematode  or  exposed  to  such  infesta¬ 
tion  until  the  appropriate  cooperating  agency  or  agencies 
have  presented  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  that  they  will  provide  funds,  materials,  means, 
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and  State  and  local  authority  necessary  for  the  cooperating 
agency  or  agencies  to  carry  out  effectively  that  part  of  the 
cooperative  program  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may 
require  from  the  cooperating  agency  or  agencies. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  not  under¬ 
take  any  program .  involving  mandatory  restrictions  on  the 
planting  of  potatoes  or  tomatoes,  or  mandatory  destruction 
of  potatoes  or  tomatoes  unless  the  State  concerned  shall 
have  enacted  legislation  authorizing  such  restrictions  or 
destruction. 

Sec.  6.  The  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the 
Federal  Government  and  any  cooperating  agency,  and  the 
method  of  computation  thereof,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  or  the  agent  or  agents  designated 
by  him,  in  cooperation  with  the  responsible  officials  of  the 
agency  concerned  and  in  a  manner  to  assure  that  necessary 
records  are  preserved  to  show  full  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  and  regulations  promulgated  in  ac¬ 
cordance  therewith.  No  payment  shall  be  made  to  any 
grower  except  after  compliance  in  good  faith  with  regula¬ 
tions  concerning  the  golden  nematode  promulgated  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  responsible  official  of  the 
cooperating  agency.  The  determination  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  or  his  authorized  agent,  of  the  amount  of 
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compensation  to  be  provided  by  the  Federal  Government 
for  any  grower  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  7.  To  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  incur  all  necessary 
expenses,  including  the  employment  of  persons  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  elsewhere,  printing  and  binding,  and  the 
purchase  of  passenger-carrying  vehicles. 

Sec.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  intended  to  sup¬ 
plement,  and  shall  not  be  construed  as  limiting  or  repealing 
existing  legislation. 

Sec.  9.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  “Golden  Nematode 

Act”.

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  2137] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  2137)  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  potato  and  tomato  produc¬ 
tion  from  the  golden  nematode,  and  for  other  purposes,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it 
do  pass. 

STATEMENT 

The  accompanying  bill  is  designed  to  establish  a  program  to  eradi¬ 
cate,  control,  and  prevent  the  spread  of  the  golden  nematode.  The 
golden  nematode  is  an  eel  worm  about  a  quarter  of  an  inch  long  of 
threadlike  thickness  which  feeds  on  the  roots  of  potatoes.  It  has 
been  in  existence  for  a  long  time  in  some  of  the  potato-producing 
areas  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland.  In  these  countries  the  pest 
is  controlled  by  keeping  the  land  out  of  potato  production  for  periods 
of  4-  to  7-year  intervals. 

The  pest  was  first  discovered  in  this  country  in  1941  in  the  vicinity 
of  Hicksville,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.  It  is  now  in  a  limited  area  of  about 
6,500  acres  where  it  was  first  found.  Inspections  to  detect  its  presence 
have  been  made  in  potato -growing  areas  in  other  parts  of  New  York, 
in  Maine,  and  other  States  as  far  west  as  the  Dakotas  and  Minnesota, 
but  it  has  not  been  found. 

The  golden  nematode  attacks  only  two  cultivated  crops,  potatoes 
and  tomatoes.  There  is  no  effective  method  that  is  known  at  this 
time  for  immediate  eradication  of  the  pest.  Once  infestation  becomes 
established  the  organism  is  known  to  persist  in  the  soil  for  a  period  of 
8  years  without  the  presence  of  the  host  plants.  The  only  effective 
method  for  suppressing  infestation  and  reducing  the  hazard  of  spread 
of  the  organism  through  movement  of  soil  and  certain  crops  is  to 
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refrain  from  growing  potatoes  or  tomatoes  on  infested  lands.  Other 
crops  can  be  grown  in  infested  areas  with  safety;  however,  root  crops 
such  as  carrots  and  turnips  involving  the  movement  of  soil  cannot 
safely  be  moved  unless  they  are  entirely  free  from  the  infested  soil. 

In  1941  when  the  pest  was  first  discovered,  the  State  of  New  York 
undertook  various  programs  which  would  prevent  the  spread  of  in¬ 
festation.  An  important  feature  of  the  program  has  been  to  discour¬ 
age  growers  from  growing  potatoes  and  tomatoes  on  infested  lands. 
These  programs  at  present  include  the  making  of  payments  to  recom¬ 
pense  the  growers,  in  part,  for  taking  the  land  out  of  potato  production. 
Potatoes  that  are  grown  on  infested  lands  or  adjacent  to  infected 
lands  are  marketed  only  in  New  York  City. 

This  bill  provides  in  general  authority  for  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  independently,  or  in  cooperation  with  the  State  of  New  York 
and  other  States,  local  governmental  agencies,  public  and  private 
organizations,  and  individuals  to  carry  out  a  program  of  golden  nema¬ 
tode  control.  The  program  for  the  control  of  the  pest  contemplated 
by  the  bill  includes  among  other  things,  the  enforcement  of  quaran¬ 
tines,  restrictions  on  the  planting  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes,  destroy¬ 
ing  potatoes  and  tomatoes,  and  compensating  growers  from  losses  sus¬ 
tained.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  however,  may  not  undertake 
any  program  involving  mandatory  restrictions  on  the  planting  of 
potatoes  or  tomatoes,  or  mandatory  destruction  of  potatoes  or  toma¬ 
toes  unless  the  State  concerned  shall  enact  legislation  authorizing 
such  restrictions  or  destruction.  The  bill  also  provides  that  no  pay¬ 
ment  shall  be  made  to  any  grower  except  after  compliance  in  good 
faith  with  regulations  concerning  the  golden  nematode  promulgated 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  whose  determination  as  to  the  amount 
of  compensation  to  be  provided  by  the  Federal  Government  for  any 
grower  shall  be  final. 

A  letter  from  Hon.  Clinton  P.  Anderson,  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
addressed  to  Hon.  Arthur  Capper,  chairman,  Committee  on  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Forestry,  United  States  Senate,  concerning  this  legislation, 
is  set  forth  below:

Dear  Senator  Capper:  Further  reference  is  made  to  your  letter  of  February 
10,  requesting  a  report  on  Senate  bill  2137,  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  potato 
and  tomato  production  from  the  golden  nematode  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  proposed  legislation  would  establish  the  policy  that  the  Government 
carry  out  operations  to  eradicate,  suppress,  control,  and  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  golden  nematode  and  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  initiate 
such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  independently 
or  in  cooperation  with  the  State  and  local  agencies  involved.  It  would  authorize 
the  Government  to  cooperate  with  State  or  other  agencies  in  compensating 
growers  in  areas  infested  or  exposed  to  infestation  for  losses  resulting  when  they 
refrain  from  planting  potatoes  or  tomatoes  or  when  they  destroy  potatoes  or 
tomatoes  for  the  purpose  of  combating  the  golden  nematode.  It  would  also 
authorize  expenses  needed  to  carry  out  these  objectives. 

Existing  legislation  provides  authority  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to 
issue  and  enforce  quarantines  and  to  cooperate  with  States  in  enforcing  State 
quarantines  to  prevent  artificial  spread  of  pests.  Legislative  authority  is  also 
available  under  which  the  Department  may  cooperate  with  State  agencies  and 
others  in  combating  incipient  or  emergency  outbreaks  of  insect  pests  and  plant 
diseases.  Legislation  has  authorized  the  Department  to  carry  out  control

programs  against  specific  pests.  To  combat  an  insect  pest  which  is  of  major 
importance  to  cotton  and  which  occurs  only  in  limited  sections  of  our  country 
i  the  Department  is  authorized  to  cooperate  with  States  in  compensating  growers 
for  losses  that  may  be  occasioned  from  the  enforced  nonplanting  of  cotton.  No 
j  legislative  authority  refers  directly  to  the  golden  nematode  and  no  law  authorizes 
a  cooperative  program  providing  compensation  to  growers  for  losses  that  ma}r 
occur  through  not  planting  or  destroying  potatoes  and  tomatoes. 

The  golden  nematode  is  not  native  to  the  United  States.  Since  1941  it  has 
f  been  known  to  occur  in  a  limited  area  in  Nassau  County,  Long  Island,  N.  Y. 
Inspections  to  detect  its  presence  have  been  made  in  important  potato-growing 
areas  in  other  parts  of  New  York  and  in  other  States  as  far  west  as  Minnesota 

!and  .North  Dakota,  but  it  has  not  been  found  to  occur  elsewhere  in  the  United 
States. 

The  golden  nematode  attacks  only  two  cultivated  crops — potatoes  and  toma- 
«  toes.  Once  infestation  becomes  established,  the  organism  persists  in  the  soil  for 
at  least  8  years  without  the  presence  of  host  plants.  The  only  effective  method 

I  that  is  known  at  this  time  for  suppressing  infestations  and  reducing  the  hazard 
of  spread  of  the  organism  through  movement  of  soil  and  certain  crops  is  to  refrain 
from  growing  potatoes  or  tomatoes  on  infested  lands.  In  England  and  at  certain 
points  on  the  European  Continent  where  the  pest  has  been  established  for  an 
extended  period,  it  has  become  impossible  for  farmers  to  produce  a  profitable  crop 
I  of  potatoes  or  tomatoes  more  often  than  1  year  in  5.  In  some  areas  it  has  become 
necessary  to  extend  to  7  or  8  years  the  rest  period  between  crops.  The  informa¬ 
tion  now  available  strongly  suggests  that  the  pest  will  be  equally  destructive  in 
most,  if  not  all,  of  the  important  potato-growing  areas  of  the  United  States  if  it 
is  permitted  to  become  generally  distributed.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that 
all  practical  measures  be  taken  to  suppress  it  and  prevent  its  further  spread. 

In  1942  the  Department  began  cooperating  with  the  State  of  New  York  in  a 
program  which  would  hold  infestation  in  check.  An  important  feature  of  this 
program  has  been  to  encourage  growers  to  refrain  from  growing  potatoes  and 
!  tomatoes  on  infested  lands.  Crowers  who  have  agreed  to  withhold  infested  land 
from  potato  and  tomato  production  during  the  past  2  years  have  been  compen¬ 
sated  for  a  part  of  their  losses  by  the  State  of  New  York.  The  area  known  to 
be  infested  has  increased  in  size  and  now  involves  about  6,000  acres.  Intensive 
inspections  will,  it  is  believed,  increase  this  acreage  to  some  extent.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  inspections  conducted  during  the  current  year  will  reveal  new 
infested  fields. 

The  most  significant  feature  of  the  proposed  legislation  is  that  it  would  pro¬ 
vide  authority  under  which  the  Department  could  cooperate  with  the  State  of 
New  York,  in  compensating  growers  who  sustain  losses  from  the  nongrowing  or 
destruction  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes  in  carrying  out  the  program  of  golden 
nematode  control.  Not  growing  these  two  crops  in  infested  soil  is  an  essential 
part  of  any  program  to  suppress  the  pest  and  will  contribute  greatly  to  prevent¬ 
ing  its  spread.  The  potential  importance  of  this  pest  to  potato  production  in 
the  United  States  is  of  such  magnitude  that  it  is  believed  appropriate  and  desir¬ 
able  for  the  Government  to  cooperate  in  all  phases  of  the  program  to  combat  it 
and  to  the  extent  and  in  the  ways  that  would  be  authorized  by  the  proposed 
legislation.  Considering  the  significance  of  the  program  in  relation  to  the  future 
of  potato  production  in  this  country,  it  is  believed  the  legislation  is  sound  in 
principle,  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country,  and  the  Department  favors  its 
enactment. 

In  cooperating  with  the  State  of  New  York  under  existing  authority,  Federal 
expenditures  for  this  work  have  averaged  approximately  $150,000  annually.  If 
the  Federal  Government  shares  the  cost  of  compensating  growers  for  losses  oc¬ 
casioned  by  not  planting  potatoes  and  tomatoes  on  known  infested  land,  it  is 
estimated  that  expenditures  somewhat  more  than  double  this  amount  will  be 
needed.  These  estimates  are  predicated  upon  the  basis  of  present  information 
as  to  the  status  and  occurrence  of  the  pest  and  on  the  assumption  that  the  losses 
resulting  from  the  destruction  and  nonproduction  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes  on 
land  that  is  known  or  found  to  be  infested  before  harvest  would  be  borne  jointly 
by  the  State,  the  Federal  Government,  and  the  grower. 

In  compliance  with  Budget  Circular  A-19  this  communication  has  been  referred 
to  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  and  we  have  been  advised  that  they  have  no  objec¬ 
tion  to  this  favorable  report  on  the  proposed  legislation.

IONAL  SERVICE  LIFE  INSURANCE 
OF  1940 

Mrs.  ROGERS  of  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  re¬ 
turn  for  the  immediate  consideration  to 
Calendar  No.  709,  the  bill  (H.  R.  6507) 
to  amend  subsection  602  (f)  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Service  Life  Insurance  Act  of 
1940,  a  sam ended,  to  authorize  renewal 
of  level  premium  term  insurance  for  a 
second  5-year  period,  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses. 

The  SPEAKER.  The  Chair  would  like 
to  inquire  of  the  gentlewoman  whether 
she  has  cleared  this  with  the  objector? 

Mrs.  ROGERS  of  Massachusetts.  I 
have  cleared  it  with  the  gentleman  who 
objected,  and  he  has  withdrawn  his  ob¬ 
jection.

That  subsection  (f) 
of  section  602  of  the  National  Service  Life 
Insurance  Act  of  1940,  as  amen^,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

“(f)  Such  insurance  may  issued  on  the 
following  plans:  Five-yeajr  level  premium 
term,  ordinary  life,  20-payment  life,  30-pay¬ 
ment  life,  20-year  endowment,  endowment 
at  age  60,  and  endownrent  at  age  65.  Level 
premium  term  insuymce  may  be  converted 
as  of  the  date  whep  any  premium  becomes 
or  has  become  due,  or  exchanged  as  of  the 
date  of  the  original  policy,  upon  payment  of 
the  difference  Jt n  reserve,  at  any  time  while 
such  insuraMe  is  in  force  and  within  the 
term  periodic  any  of  the  foregoing  perma¬ 
nent  plamrof  insurance,  except  that  conver¬ 
sion  to  art  endowment  plan  may  not  be  made 
•while  Jfne  insured  is  totally  disabled.  All 
level ^premium  term  poliices,  except  as  pro- 
vidafl  below,  shall  cease  and  terminate  at 
tlje  expiration  of  the  term  period:  Provided, 
lat  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  period 
^any  national  service  life  insurance  policy 
which  was  issued  on  a  5-year  level  premium 
term  plan  before  January  1,  1948,  and  which 
has  not  been  exchanged  or  converted  to  a 
permanent  plan  of  insurance,  may  be  re¬ 
newed  as  level  premium  term  insurance  for 
an  additional  period  of  5  years  at  the  pre¬ 
mium  rate  for  the  then  attained  age  with¬ 
out  medical  examination,  provided,  the  re¬ 
quired  premiums  are  tendered  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  first  term  period:  Provided 
further,  That  in  any  case  in  which  the  in¬ 
sured  is  shown  by  evidence  satisfactory  to 
the  Administrator  to  be  totally  disabled  at 
the  expiration  of  the  level  premium  term 
period  of  his  insurance  under  conditions 
which  would  entitle  him  to  continued  insur¬ 
ance  protection  but  for  such  expiration,  such 
insurance,  if  subject  to  renewal  under  this 
provision,  shall  be  automatically  renewed 
for  an  additional  period  of  5  years  at  the 
premium  rate  for  the  then  attained  age,  un¬ 
less  the  insured  has  elected  insurance  on 
some  other  available  plan.  Provisions  for 
cash,  loan,  paid-up,  and  extended  values, 
dividends  from  gains  and  Savings  refund  of 
unearned  premiums,  and  such  other  provi¬ 
sions  as  may  be  found  to  be  reasonable  and 
practicable  may  be  provided  for  in  the  policy 
of  insurance  from  time  to  time  by  regulations 
promulgated  by  the  Administrator.” 

Mr.  McMAHON.  Mr.  Speaker,  we 
lave  but  a  few  legislative  days  remaining 
ins  this  session  of  Congress,  and  we  are 
fac^d  with  the  problem  here  now  as  to 
whether  or  not  we  can  extend  the  5-year 
level  premium  term  insurance  under  the 
NationahLife  Insurance  Act.  Mr.  Speak¬ 
er,  the  most  fundamental  observation 
that  can  bXjnade  regarding  this  insur¬ 
ance  of  our  former  GI’s  is  ~that  at  the 
peak  period  waJiad  in  this  country  19,- 
000,000  policys,  >yid  today  we  have  less 
than  6,000,000. 

I  had  hoped,  Mr.  Soeaker,  that  I  would 
mot  be  alone  in  this  n^ht  to  restore  some 
of  the  13,000,000  policies  that  we  have 
lost  because  of  the  vacillation  in  admin¬ 
istration  and  the  forcing  okthese  boys  to 
abandon  their  life  insurance  because 
their  budgets  could  not  meel\he  threat 
of  increased  premiums  in  th^ears  to 
come. 

Think  what  a  golden  opportunhw  we 
have  here  in  this  country  today  he\  in 
this  Congress  to  set  in  motion  the 
chinery  which  would  ultimately  brin^ 
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AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  protection  of  potato  and  tomato  production  from  the  golden 
nematode,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ',  That,  to  protect 
potato  and  tomato  production  in  the  United  States  from  the  destructive 
pest  known  as  the  golden  nematode  which  subsists  on  the  roots  of 
potatoes  and  tomatoes,  causes  marked  reduction  in  yield,  persists  in 
the  soil  for  many  years  in  an  inactive  state  in  the  absence  of  preferred 
hosts,  and  becomes  active  and  destructive  when  potatoes  or  tomatoes 
are  again  planted,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  independently  or  in  cooperation  with  State  and  local  govern¬ 
mental  agencies,  and  other  public  and  private  organizations,  associa¬ 
tions,  and  individuals,  to  eradicate,  suppress,  control,  and  prevent  the 
spread  of,  this  pest. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  either  independently  or  in 
cooperation  with  public  or  private  agencies  is  authorized  to  carry  out 
operations  or  measures  to  eradicate,  suppress,  control,  or  prevent  the 
spread  of,  the  golden  nematode. 

Sec.  3.  The  activities  contemplated  by  this  Act  include  cooperation 
with  States  and  other  agencies  in  making  inspections,  applying  sup¬ 
pressive  measures,  enforcing  quarantines,  enforcing  restrictions  on 
the  planting  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes,  destroying  potatoes  and  toma¬ 
toes  growing  in  soil  found  infested  or  exposed  to  infestation  with  the 
golden  nematode,  and  compensating  growers  in  areas  infected,  or 
exposed  to  infestation,  with  the  golden  nematode  for  not  planting 
potatoes  or  tomatoes  or  for  losses  resulting  from  destruction  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act  of  potatoes  or  tomatoes. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  no  part 
of  any  sums  appropriated  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act  shall 
be  expended  with  respect  to  any  area  infested  with  the  golden  nema¬ 
tode  or  exposed  to  such  infestation  until  the  appropriate  cooperating 
agency  or  agencies  have  presented  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  that  they  will  provide  funds,  materials,  means, 
and  State  and  local  authority  necessary  for  the  cooperating  agency  or 
agencies  to  carry  out  effectively  that  part  of  the  cooperative  program 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  require  from  the  cooperating  agency 
or  agencies. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  not  undertake  any  pro¬ 
gram  involving  mandatory  restrictions  on  the  planting  of  potatoes 
or  tomatoes,  or  mandatory  destruction  of  potatoes  or  tomatoes  unless 
the  State  concerned  shall  have  enacted  legislation  authorizing  such 
restrictions  or  destruction. 
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Sec.  6.  The  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  Federal 
Government  and  any  cooperating  agency,  and  the  method  of  computa¬ 
tion  thereof,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or 
the  agent  or  agents  designated  by  him,  in  cooperation  with  the  respon¬ 
sible  officials  of  the  agency  concerned  and  in  a  manner  to  assure  that 
necessary  records  are  preserved  to  show  full  compliance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Act  and  regulations  promulgated  in  accordance  there¬ 
with.  No  payment  shall  be  made  to  any  grower  except  after  com¬ 
pliance  in  good  faith  with  regulations  concerning  the  golden  nematode 
promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  responsible 
official  of  the  cooperating  agency.  The  determination  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture,  or  his  authorized  agent,  of  the  amount  of  com¬ 
pensation  to  be  provided  by  the  Federal  Government  for  any  grower 
shall  be  final. 

Sec.  7.  To  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  is  authorized  to  incur  all  necessary  expenses,  including 
the  employment  of  persons  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  elsewhere, 
printing  and  binding,  and  the  purchase  of  passenger-carrying  vehicles. 

Sec.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  intended  to  supplement,  and 
shall  not  be  construed  as  limiting  or  repealing  existing  legislation. 

Sec.  9.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  “Golden  Nematode  Act”.
